Clara M. Greiner, 45 years old, of 4113

the Clay School until the last term ended 
on June 14, killed herself in her room 
on the second floor of her home about 2 
o'clock Thursday morning by hanging 
herself from a bedpost with a pillow 


slip. 
Shortly before this time she had gone 


to the room of her brother, Charles J. 
Greiner, and had awakened him, saying 
that she was so nervous she could not 
and that she wished she was 
She then returned to her own 


sleep, 
dead.

About 6 o’clock the brother knocked 


at the door. There was no response. 
Thinking that she had gone to slcep, he 
waited until 9:30, and then, becoming 


alarmed, called in a neighbor, Philip 
Walters of 4124 Gano avenue. They broke 
in, and found Miss Geimer dead. 

All Ig Darkness to Her. 

Dr. Charles Mellies of 225 North 
Twentieth street, who had been treating 
Miss Greiner for nervousness, was sum- 
moned and said that she had been dead 
several hours. 

Greiner said his sister .had. lately, bes 
come interested in spiritualism, having 
begun attending spiritualist meetings 
through. tle belief that she woul! be able 
to get a message from her: mother. 

Several weeks ago, he said, she told 
him that a medium had described her 
_ mother to her and that it seemed to her 
that her mother was calling to her to 
join her. 

Several notes were found on a table 
in Miss Greiner’s room the. handwrit- 
ing of all indicating great nervousness.

She said she 
got tired of Kohring two months ago, 
and returned a diamond engagement 
ring, a plain gold ring, and some other 
presents he had given her. She ad- 
mitted, however, that she and Kohring 
were to have been married the last 
Wednesday in June.

“He had been keeping company with 
me about two years,” she said, ‘‘and be- 
eame acquainted with Grace here at the 
house. Grace recently Went to work at 
the home of Mrs. Charles Pauli, in Rich- 
mond Heights. Kohring and I quarreled 
‘Sunday, and I suppose he then made up 
his mind to marry my sister to spite 
me,”’ i

Miss Geimer'’s mother died Feb, 8, 
last. Her brother says that she had 
never been the same since, her grief for 
her mother seeming to be more than 
she could bear. She has been under the 
physician's treatment for some time; 
suffering from extreme nervousness. 


Miss Geimer had been a kindergarten 
teacher for % years, first at the Webs- 
ter School and later at the Clay. He- 
brother says that she had threatened 
to end her life following the death of 
her mother, but that he believed her 
despondency would wear off in time. 
After her visit to his room, Thursday 
morning, he says, she went to the 
kitchen, and he saw her sitting at 
the kitchen table writing. He thinks 
she there wrote one or more of the 
notes found in her room.

Pajamas Not Appreciated, 
Mrs. Hoppe was asked to explain the

OIL MEN OPPOSED 
TO TAX ON LEASES 


System Started in Wichita Coun- 
ty, Tex., Likely to Be Tested . 


in Courts. 


AUSTIN, Tex., June 27.—An interest- 
ing and novel new feature of taxation 
is reported from Wichita County. It Is 
expected it will later ‘be tested in the 
courts, and upon the ultimate decision 
of the case will probably depend the ex- 
tensive adoption of the plan. ‘It is that 
of assessing for taxes oil-and gas leases. 
This is what has been done by the 
Board of Equalization of Wichita Coun- 
ty, much against the wishes and in the 
face of protests of the holders of the 
leases. It ig contended by them that it 











is an unjust principle of taxation, as it 
places values upon something that may 
not prove to be worth anything. 

They cite as an illustration that one 
oll company which has a petroleum lease 
on a farming tract in Wichita County 
on which it has drilled three dry holes 
without getting any oil production, has 
had its dry lease rights assessed at $50 
per acre. The agricultural rights of the 
same land are assessed at $60 per acre. 
Another oil producing conoern which 
spent about $40,000 in. trying to bring in 
producing wells upon a tract of land 
which it had under lease has had its 
lease rights assessed at $50 per acre. 
Some of these assessments of leases run 
as high as $1500 per acre and it is com-

Miss Grace Geers, 2% years old, daugh- 
ter of William Geers, a wealthy farmer, 
residing a mile west of Troy, IIL, lay at 
the point of death Thursday from a bul- 
let fired into her brain at 10:30 p. m. 
Wednesday by George Nichols. 30 years 
old, who had been employed on the 
Geers farm two years. 

, Miss Julia Schmitt, 22 years old, com- 


panion to Miss Geers, was shot four 
times by Nichols, but probably will re- 
cover, her physicians say. 

Nichols used a repeating rifle and 
shot the women as they lay asleep in 
separate beds in the same room. He 
then fled from the farm on foot and all 
night he evaded the officials, as well 
as a crowd of angry farmers and res!- 
dents of Troy, who openly threatened 
to lyneh hinr if he were caught. 

Miss Sohmitt, who was shot first, 
igeaped from her bed as Nichols turned 
the weapon on Miss Geers, and ran to 
a4 telephone. 


Telephones for Doctor. 
“There has been a bad accident out 


here at the Geers farm,’’ she said to 
Wille Bryant, night operator at Troy, 
“and Grace ig aimost dead. Send a 
doctor at on é 

Fifteen minntes later, when Dr. J. 
j}. Brown arrived from Troy in a. buggy, 
Miss Schmitt, weak from her wounds, 
net him at the door. 

‘“‘Attend to Grace first,’’ she said. 
4 hurt worse than I am.”’ ’ 
When Miss Schmitt ran from the room 
where the shooting took place, she 
slammed the door and the lock was 
sprung by the jar, so that Geers, who 
is 67 years old, was unable to enter 
when he arrived from another part of 
the house, where he had been asleep. 
Geers then ran around to the porch 
and found Nichols there, fully dressed, 
but lacing his shoes. 

“Somebody has shot the girls,’’ Nich- 
ols said, “and I am going to get help.”’ 
Helps Bathe Wound. 

Geers begged him not to go away, 
saying he would be needed there. Nichols 
and Geers then entered the room from 
the porch and Nichols helped bathe Miss 
Geers’ wound. When Dr. Brown ar- 
rived, Nichols met him at the gate. 

“Hurry in, doctor,’’ he said, ‘there 
has been a shooting and you are needed 
badly. I am going for help.” 

Nichols then walked down the road 
and disappeared. 

» Dr. C. E. Moulden arrived later from 

-Troy, and the’ two physicians worked 
ali night to save the young women. An 
effort was made to call Dr. Harvey 
Mudd from St. Louis by telephone, but 
he could not be reached. He was sum- 
moned Thursday morning to decide 
whether an operation for the removal 
af the bullet from Miss Geers’ head 
should be performed. Miss Geers was 
unconscious when her father reached 
her bed and did not revive sufficiently 
to speak. 


Two Bullets Removed. 
‘Miss Schmitt was shot in the neck, 


the chin, the head and through one arm. 
The bullet that struck her in the head 
Gefiected and circled over the skull 
under the scalp. Two of the bullets 
were removed. [In her dazed condition 
she did not tell Geers who had fired the 
shots until Nichols had left the house. 
» “IT turned in my sleep," she said later, 
' “and when I opened my eyes for an in- 
stant I saw Nichols standing over me 
with what appeared to be a 22-caliber 
automatic revolver. As I started up, 
he stepped back and began firing.”’ 
The gun iater was picked up in the 
room, Nichols borrowed it last Sunday 
. from George Goetz, a neighbor boy, 

News of the shooting spread rapidly 
and by midnight 60 persons had arrived 
at the Geers home. Two deputy sheriffs 
in automobiles, farmers tn about twenty 
buggies and the police of Troy, under 
the direction of Chief D. T. Fries. 
searched through, the entire surrounding 
country for Nichols,

Kehoe stood on the sidewalk and 
heard the hair-lipped robber say to his 
confederate that they weuld see what 
they could do with an automobile. Then 
they drove away. 

From the manner in which they han- 
dled the machine Kehoe was convinced 
the robbers knew nothing of the mechan- 
ism, and he was not surprised when in- 
formed later by the police that the auto 
had been wrecked in a collision with 
the sidewalk. 

The revolver and watch dropped by the 
highwaymen In their flight were found 
at Grand and Park avenues.

Conclusion Given After Inquest 
Is.That Policeman’s Bullet 
Was Deflected: 


FIRST HIT TROLLEY POLE 





Women Witnesses Testified That 
Youth Was Backing Away 
When Shot. 





A coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
deth by accident, Thursday, in the in- 
quest into the death of John Messerly, 


killed by a bullet from the revolver of 
Patrolman Charles H. Sydnor Tuesday. 

The jurors decided the bullet struck a 
trolley pole, glanced off, and hit Mes- 
serly. Sydnor had stated that he shot 
to intimidate the boy and not to'hit him. 
The bullet was shown to. the jurors 
and they decided, from noticing that one 
side of it was battered, that it must 
have struck something else before it hit 
Messerly. 

The verdict came after five witnesses 
had testified that the boy was not run- 
ning when he was shot, but that he was 
backing away from Mike Johns, a res- 
taurant kteper, who appeared to be try- 
ing to strike Messerly. 

Mrs. Sarah Dawson, 1846 Cass avenue, 
and Mrs. Lizzie Hess, 1846A Cass, said 
Messerly was sidling backwards trying 
to ward off blows aimed at him by 
Johns. Sam Fitzgerald, 1519 North Ninth 
street, said the same thing, and added 
that Sydnor, after crying to the boy to 
halt fired. The youth was shot in the 
left side of the-head. These versions 
were corroborated by the testimony of 
Adolph Jordan, 1813 Cass avenue. 

Did Not Hear Halt Call. 

Lawrence Jgqusz, 1914 Cass ave- 
nue, said the boy was backing away 
from Johns and that he was not run- 
ning at all. He said that Sydnor 
walked 15 steps, drew his revolver 
slowly and fired. He said he did not 
hear Sydnor shout to Messerly to 
halt. 

Jordan enlarged his first statement 
by saying that Messerly backed away 
as if frightened until he reached a 
telegraph pole, that he got behind it 
and was keeping it between him and 
Johns when the policeman fired. 

Peter Maher, a patrolman, who accom- 
panied Sydnor to the dispensary after 
the shooting, testified that as they 
walked Sydnor told him, “‘They’ve fooled 
&# lot of other policemen up there, but 
they were ‘mistaken in the man this 
time.’”’ 

It was understood that all the wit- 
nesses at the inquest would be sum- 
moned before the grand jury. 


Patrolman’s Version Supported. 
Most of the witnesses reiterated state- 


ments about the affair tnat have al- 
ready been made public in the Post-Dis- 
patch. Lieut. Deatherage of the Carr 
Street Station, offered their signed state- 
ments and the official report of Sydnor, 
who said he did not intend to shoot 
young Messerly but only to intimidate 
him. Testimony on the stand generally 
reaffirmed these versions. 

Mrs. Mamie Messerly, the dead youth's 
mother, repeated her charge that the 
row started over a can of beer Sydnor 
had bought and the boy had delivered to 
the policeman.and Mike Johns, one of 
the owners of the restaurant. She testi- 
fied that she herself saw the oeer in a 
rear room of the restaurant and that a 
short time before the shooting she saw 
Sydnor leave the restaurant by a back 
door and go towards Nineteenth street. 


Customer Tells of Fight. 
Charles K. Wilkins, 1312 North 


Twentieth street, testified he was in 
the restaurant as a customer when 
young Messerly entered. He said 
Messefly sat down and began to sing 
and- when Mike Zaros, one of the pro- 
prietors, ordered the youth to keep 
quiet, Messerly began to curse Za- 
ros. Then Mike Johns, another pro- 
prietor, came from a rear room and 
threw Meseerly out of the place, 

Wilkins testified that Messerly 
was brandishing a knife. 

Alex. Florcyk, 1524 North Tenth 
street, testified to the same, and 
their story was corroborated by the 
testimony of Zaros and Johns. 


Sydnor Denies Intent to Kill. 
Sydnor took the stand and repeated 


his original story of the affair, saying 
phe shot to frighten Messerly, not to 
hurt him. A dispensary surgeon testi- 
fied that he treated Sydnor after the 
row and found him suffering from con- 
tusions about the face and breast, ap- 
parantly the result of blows. 

Lieut. Deatherage resumed the stand 
long enough to say he had measured the 
distance between the boy and the po- 
iceman when the shot was fired, and 
found it to be 4 feet.

The Terminal lawyers who have been prepar- 
ing the contract and decree to be submitted to 
the Supreme Court take the position that the 
contract is important only as regulating the re- 
lations of the railroads to each other, and is not 
of vital consequence to the public. 

The very reverse is true. The relations of the 
railroads to each other in the past have been 
those of the integral parts of a monopoly, which 
the Supreme Court orders dissolved without reser- 
vation. It is of vital consequence to the public 
that the railroads enter into no new relations 
contrary to the intent and spirit of the dissolving 
order. 

Any subterfuge, evasion or qualification that 
varies or may tend to vary the letter or intent 
of the order in the slightest degree is hostile to 
a large and powerful public interest. The public, 
indeed, as represented by the Government, is a 
direct party in interest, and it will scrutinize 
zealously the proposed contract and decree, and 
oppose any attempteu modifications of the order. 

The statement of the attorneys that the public 
is not affected rouses public suspicion. The pub- 
lic will have its day in court for every day that 
the Terminal may have in court, and the Ter- 
minal may as well make up its mind that the 
public will be fully heard and any discrepancies 
between the order and the decree will be exposed 
and contested. 

There is nothing to prevent the Supreme 
Court’s issuing further orders or altering the de- 
cree itself from time to time on a proper showing. 
Reluctance to obey the court from the outset 
seems to be the worst of policy for a litigant, and 
naturally raises presumptions which the litigant 
- must overcome in court itself as well as before 
the bar of public opinion.. 

The unwisdom of such policy is magnified 
when the reluctant litigant stands convicted as a 
vicious monopoly and an enemy of public wel- 
fare, The defeated litigant not only deserves no 
mercy from the court, but the fallen yet defiant 
foe of the public invites from the tribunes the 
pitiless verdict of “Thumbs down!’’

THE TEST OF DEMOCRACY. 
The final test of the strength of the Wall 
street boss combine in the Baltimore convention 
will not come until the presidential nomination 
is made and the platform is adopted.

RIDES DOWN ON TRAPEZE 





‘Release of Weight Doesn’t 
Bother Aviator Brown at Helm 
in a Wright Biplane.

NEW YORK, June 27.—Rodman Law, 
the “human fly,” who has made many 
sensational leaps, stepped ‘into an aero- 
plane at Hicksville, L. I., with Aviator 
Harry Brown, and at a height of .3500 
feet launcid himself in a parachute. 
Two minutes later he landed safely. 

Law’s story of the drop, told exclu- 
sively to the Post-Dispatch, follows: 


By RODMAN LAW. 


People who have watched me before 
and after my various feats of daring 
have said I don’t know what it is to 
be nervous. They are wrong. I am 
very nervous, but in a way different 
from the nervousness they expect to see. 
I chafe at delays. My whole nervous- 
ness is experienced waiting for the cru- 
cial moment to arrive. 

In that way only I was nervous yes- 
terday. I had no fear of the outcome of 
my jump. What would be the use? 
Either I would land right side up or I 
wouldn’t. There is no use speculating in 
matters like that 

After days of delay everything was 
ready. Brown ran the Wright. biplane 
out of the tent and a little later we 
were in the air. 

The engine didn't develop power 
enough for climbing. When we were 
circling around 300 feet tn--the air a 
Brown started 
to volplane. Right ahead of us, as we 
neared the only possible landing place, 
were telegraph wires. We skimmed over 
them, missing them by only a very few 
inches. A moment later we landed, 
smashing a wheel of the running gear. 
The whole day was spent in repairing 
the damages to the cylinder head and 
the running gear. At 6:40 we started.
